The date of arrival in America of my Armstrong encestor is un- 
known to me at this time. Nor do I know the country from which he 
came. It appears that he may have been Scottish or Scotch-Irish of 
Presbyterian faith, that he may have debarked at Philadelphia, and 
that he may subsequently have moved to Lancaster County, Pennsyl- 
vanlas. 


Members of the family carry many of the given names common to 
English, Scottish, and Scotch-Irish immigrents. There is one rather 
unusual given name which is distinctive among these Armstrongs, 

That name is Abel, and it may serve as a clue in identifying otrer 
now unknown branches of the family. 


Among the first unquestionable records I have found pertaining 
to the family is a will dated 12-19-1758 and proved 2-7-1759 in 
Lancaster County, Pennsylvania (W111 Book B, pp 278 ff). This is 
the will of a James Armstrong. In his will, this James Armstrong 
gives no clue as to his parentage, but he aia mention his wife end 
several of his brothers, sisters, nephews, and nieces. From the 
will, the following genealogy is constructed.

He seems to have been 
influential and relatively well-to-do. He had been a magis- 
trate, and it is possible that he had military experience since 
the inventory of his estate included a cutlass and pistol. At 
the time of his death, however, his principal occupation seems 
to have been that of farming although he was also a lender of 
money, his inventory including several notes.

John Armstrong 
was apparently dead at the time the will was written, and Mary

As a kind of codicil to the will of James Armstrong (à 1758/59), ther 
was a note which mentioned but bequeathed no property to Nancy Agie 
and her husband (not named) and Agnes Means and her husband (not 
named). In addition, the note specified that Grizel Means be paid 
eleven pounds ten shillings "in full of all her patrimony left by her 
parents,"

Book 2, pp 126 ff). She sold her land in Rowan Co, NC, in 1787, 
part of it to her son Abel Armstrong, 9-19-1787 (Rowan Co, NC, 
Deed Book ll, pp 429 ff) and part of it to Samuel Young, 9- 20- 
1787 (Rowan Co, NC, Deed Book ll, pp 426 ff). Subsequently, she 
moved to Mercer Co, Ky, with or following her son nicherd Arm- 
strong. Mary armstrong d 1792/93 in Mercer Co, Ky, leaving a 
will dated 12-13-1792, proved May 1793 (Mercer Co, Ky, Will Book 
1, pp 103 ff). In her will, Mary Armstrong named: (1) the 
"heirs" of her daughter Elizabeth, (2) the "heirs" of her son 
Williem, (3) her son "Able", (4) her son Richard, (5) her grand- 
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son William Armstrong son of Abel, (6) her grandson John Arm- 
strong son of Richard, (7) her granddaughter Jean Steel daughter

James and (8) her granddaughter Mary Armstrong daughter of 


James, Her grandson-in-law Ninian Steel was a witness of the 
will. From the style and content of her will, it appears that 
Mary (Graham?) Armstrong's daughter Elizabeth was desd at the 
time and that her sons William, James, and John were also dead, 
the latter without issue.

Elizabeth Armstrong, In Thyatira Cemetery, Salisbury, NC, 
there is buried an Elizabeth Brandon whose inscription reads: 
"born Sept. 1734; married April, 1754; and died June 18, 1783, 
in her 49th year. She was the mother of six sons and three 
daughters." It 15 believed that this Elizabeth was Elizabeth

ennsylvania. There were several James Brandons in Rowan Co, 
NC, but this particular James Brandon together with James 
Armstrong purchased a tract of 640 acres on Fourth Creek from 
Patrick Campbell and his wife Eliner, 4-12-1762 (Rowan Co, NC, 
Deed Book 6, p 357 ff). On 4-6-1768, James Brandon and Eliza- 
beth his wife sold this same land to William Armstrong, brother 
of James Armstrong (who had been one of the purchasers in 1762); 
and Abel Armstrong, another brother, witnessed the sale (Rowan 
Co, NC, Deed Book 8, pp 320 ff). Although James Armstrong had 
died before the sale of the land, he seems to have been intes- 
tate and I have not learned of the manner in which his interest 
in the land was transferred to any party. When Elizabeth (Arm- 
strong?) Brandon died in 1783, she left no will. James Brandon 
died in 1790, leaving a will dated 6-17-1790, probated 1790, 

in which he named the following: wife Rebeccka; sons William, 
Benjamin, John, Abel, and Armstrong; daughter Jane Wilson; and 
executor Abel Armstrong (Rowan Co, NC, Will Book B, pp 49 ff). 
Rebeccka is believed to have been the second wife of James 
Brandon. Her name before she married James Brandon is not 
known, and it is not known whether she had children by him. 
The Patriot Index of the Daughters of the American Revolution, 
p 81, carries the following entry: "Brandon, James: b c. 
1741/42 d p. 6-17-1790 m Rebecca Set NC." If James Brandon 
was born in 1741/42, he would have been considerably younger 
than Elizabeth (Armstrong?) Brandon who was born in 1734, From 
the information in the Patriot Index, 1t would seem that James 
Brandon had issue by Rebecca. Although some of the proposed 
relationships are tenuous, 1t is assumed, for the time being, 
that Elizabeth Armstrong married James Brandon and that 

they had the following children.

I-8-2. James Armstrong. In Thyatira Cemetery, Salisbury, NC, James 
Armstrong is buried with the inscription: "died July 13, 
1766, aged 30 years." His name and legend are on the same 
stone as that of James Graham who was born in 1670 and died 
in 1758. Also buried in Thyatira Cemetery is a Mary Armstrong 
"died July 29, 1765, aged 21 years." The record of her death 
is carved on the same stone as that of William Brandon who 
died in 1756, aged 30 years. It is believed that James Arm- 
Strong married Mary Brandon, The date and place of the mar- 
riage are not known, but it may have occurred in Rowan Co, NC, 
in 1762, about the time that James Brandon and James Armstrong 

purchased land from Patrick Campbell. James Armstrong had 
been in Rowan Co, NC, in 1759 at the time his Uncle James 
Armstrong's will was proved, but he returned to Lancaster Co, 
Pa, to administer his Uncle Jsmes! estate, It is possible 
that he married Mary Brandon in Pennsylvania before returning 
to NC. According to the will of Mary (Graham?) Armstrong, 
James and Mary (Brandon?) Armstrong had two children: Jane 
and Mary:

District" designated his landlord, "Capton" William Armstrong, 
executor of his estate (Rowan Co, NC, Will Book A, p 249). 
William was a Capt of NC Militia in the Rev War and was mortally 
wounded at the Battle of Ramsour's Mill, 6-20-1780. His will, 
dated 6-21-1780 and proved in 1780 (Rowan Co, NC, Will Book و0‎ 
p 177), mentions his wife Margaret and daus Elizabeth and Mary, 
only. Margaret did not remarry after William's death. She 
died in 1792, and her will, dated 4-21-1792 and proved in 1792 
(Rowsn Co, NC, Will Book B, p 181), mentions her "brother" Abel 
Armstrong and her children as follows:

I-8-4. John Armstrong, b 1742. On 6-25-1764, Charles Beaty of Mecklin- 
burg Co, NC, made a will in which he named his brothers Abel and 
John end designated his cousin John Armstrong executor (Rowan 
Co, NC, Will Book F, p 39). John Beaty, who m Margret Houston 
and had a son John Jr, lived in Rowan Co, NC, and so, also, did 
John Armstrong. In the Third Creek Presbyterian Cemetery, Rowan 
Co, NC, there is a grave with the following inscription: "John 
Armstrong, died November 3, 1784, aged 42 years." Although he 
seems to have been the only Armstrong buried at Third Creek, it 
is believed that this John was the son of John and Mary (Graham?) 
Armstrong. He apparently left no will, and he probably never 
married. It is said that he had been a soldier in the Rev War. 


(*Beatty and Graham families were in Laneaster Co, Pa, well 
before 1750. A John Beatty died there in 1749 and a John 
Graham died there in 1738, both intestate.)

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CO, NC, is dated 4-6-1768, when he witnessed a deed of land by 
James and Elizabeth (Armstrong?) Brandon to William Armstrong 
(Rowan Co, NC, Deed Book 8, p 320). On 5-2-1769, Abel purchased 
120 acres of land in Rowan Co from his brother William (Rowan 
Co, NC, Deed Book 9, p 30). On 12-25-1772, a Mark Troy made 

a w111, which was probated in 1774 (Rowan Co, NC, Will Book A, 

p 184), specifying that one of his minor sons, William Troy, 

was to be apprenticed to Abel Armstrong and designating Abel 

as one of the executors of his estate. On 9-19-1787, Abel 
purchased land on Third Creek in Rowan Co from his mother Mary 
(Graham?) Armstrong (Rowan Co, NC, Deed Book 11, p 429). James 
Brandon, in his will dated 6-17-1790, designated Abel an execu- 
. tor (Rowan Co, NC, Will Book B, p 49]. On 4-21-1792, Margaret 
(Woods) Armstrong, widow of William, made a will designating 
her "brother" Abel Armstrong as executor (Rowan Co, NO, Will 
Book B, p 181). On 8-24-1793, Abel Armstrong witnessed the will 
of Samuel Young (Rowan Co, NC, Will Book D, p 250), On 11-8- 
1800, Abel Armstrong witnessed the will of James Roseborough in 
which James Roseborough named his mother Mary Armstrong, Second 
wife of Abel (Rowan Co, NC, Will Book D, p 103). Abel Armstrong 
made his will 12-20-1799, and it was probated in 1801 (Rowan Co, 
NC, Will Book C, p 264). He named his second wife Mary; sons 
James and William; daus Elizabeth and Anna; and sons-in-law

ch. Richard Armstrong "late of Rowan County" was granted a 
tract of land on the Beaverdam in Rowan Co, NC, on 8-9-1787, 
which land he transferred to William Law on the seme date 
(Rowan Co, NC, Deed Book 11, p 432). It is not known exactly 
when Richard moved to Mercer Co, Ky, but it was probably in 
1787. His first wife, Margaret Osborn, was perhaps dead before 
1787 and he may have returned to Rowan Co, NC, to marry Eliza- 
beth Gibson, Richard apparently d in Mercer Co, Ky, intestate, 
prior to 1816. On 3-9-1816, the following individuals sold to 
Samuel Debond 360 acres in Mercer Co, Ky, lying on the waters oi 
Chapline, inherited from their ancestor Richard Armstrong: 
James Armstrong, Alexander Armstrong, Abel Armstrong, William 
Armstrong, Benjamin Armstrong, and John Armstrong, all of the 
Co of Mercer (Mercer Co, Ky, Deed Book 10, p 15). In view of 
the date of his marriage, it is probable that all of the heirs 
named were Richard's sons rather than grandsons, minors not 
ordinarily being eligible to act in their own rizhts.

I do not believe any of the above would help us in our search for the father of 
our James Armstrong who m Margaret Osborne.

The early marriage records of Anson Co, NC, have been lost but the 
marriage occured about the time James Brandon and James Armstrong pur- 
chased 640 acres in what became Rowan Co from Patrick Campbell. James 
Armstrong is known to have been in what later became Rowan Co, HC, in 
1759 at the time his Uncle James Armstrong of Lancaster Co, Pa, died 
and the nephew returned to Lancaster Co, Pa, to serve as executor of 
the uncle's will. According to the will of Mary (Graham?) Armstrong 
recorded in Mercer Co, Ky, in 1792 her son James Armstrong and wife 
Mary had two children, namely, Jane and Mary:

Although he 
Seems to have been the only Armstrong buried at Third Creek, it is believed 
that this John was the son of John Armstrong and wife Mary Graham. He 
apparently left no will, and he probably never married. It is said that he 
had been a soldier in the Rev. "ar.
